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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 1 and 10 have been amended to include a means for indicating a 
neurological injury as having a secondary injury associated with the neurotrauma, by 
performing a nerve conductivity test, comparing the results of the nerve conductivity 
against a threshold to determine the presence of a neurological injury. The specification 
does not provide support for such an operation. The specification discloses on page 7, 
lines 4-6, a display for providing a first responder with an indication of the neurological 
status of the subject; and the specification on page 8, lines 28-30 disclose a physician is 
capable of reviewing a drug intervention and override or modify the information 
appearing on the display. The specification is silent with respect to the display 
displaying an indication of neurological injury as having a secondary injury associated 
with the neurotrauma through the use of a nerve conductivity test. 

Furthermore, the current specification clearly discloses the use of an emitter and 
a detector for emitting and receiving electrical signals from the body for the purpose of 
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performing a nerve conductance test, and a processor for comparing the acquired 
signal with a threshold to determine if a neurological injury is present in the subject, but 
is silent with respect to performing the nerve conductance test, comparing the signal 
against a threshold to determine if a neurological injury has a secondary injury 
associated with neurotrauma. However, the specification does disclose the use of a 
biochemical analyzer for determining the presence of a secondary injury through the 
use of a fluid sample from the subject. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 -1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted elements are: a biochemical 
analyzer for analyzing fluid samples to determine the presence of a secondary injury. 

6. Claims 1 0-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: using a biochemical analyzer to 
analyze fluid samples to determine the presence of a secondary injury. 



Response to Arguments
